Charlej Grutjincr, veteran report- 
er for the New York Times, t*stl- 
fled today that he was a member of 
the Communist party from 1937 to 
mo while working for the Brooklyn 
(N. Y.) Dally Eagle. 

Orutzner,t«ld the senate Internal 
security subcommittee he -was 
a very active member and that hia 
fellow communists In the Dally 
Eagle unit complfiirrd because he 
did not attend meetings regularly. 

"t finally Just stayed away for 
good" In 1910, he said. Orutzner has 
been a Times reporter since 1941. 

The Times reporter took the Bt«nd 
after Victor Kelngarten, former re- 
porter for the Eagle, refused to testi- 
fy about whether he was a commu- 
nist prior to 1II4Q or to give In- 
formation about his tisBoclstes. 
Welngarten, now a Pleasanlvllle. 
. Y., advertising man, said he 
had not been a communist since 
the 1940 presidential election. But 
on most questions about his as- 
sociates. Including his wife, Violet, 
he invoked the fifth amendment 
against pos.nlble selflncrlmlnatlon. 

CBS news eorresponent Winston 
BurdeCt mentioned more than 20 
present or former newsmen— Includ- 
ing aeveral former leaders of the 
New York Newspaper guUd— yester' 
day in telling at length about his 
activities as a member ot the Com- 
munist party from 1937 to 1943! 
Burdett testltledr that he engaged 
In espionage for the communists In 
several foreign countries while 
abroad as a correspondent. But he

BONN. Germany, June 30 (UP)— 
Went Oermnh Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer today turned. down Rus- 
sia's Inlvtalion to vLalt Moscow at 
this time to discuss Soviet-German 
relntlona. ' 

But he agreed. In a not« handed 
to the Soviet embassy in Paris, to 
discuss restoring normal relations 
between west Germany and Russia. 

Tlio chancellor's rejection of the 
Invitation to visit Moscow came as a 
surprise, All previous Indications 
had been that he would travel to the 
Soviet capital for a conference with 
heads ot the Russian government. 

Inatcad, Adenauer said a number 
of Issues must be "clarified" in pre- 
liminary talks between the West 
□ermsn and Soviet ambassadors In 
Paris before he could consider a 
Moscow trip. 

If thMO Issues are fettled to the 
chancellor's satisfaction, a govera- 
mant spokesman said, he will agree 
to go to Moscow— probably tn Sep- 
tember. 

Adenauer's reply did not spell 
out the Issues he feels must be 

clarified.

'I think the United SUtes has been 
extremely fair to Cuba in giving it 
preference in sugar sales here over 
other countries, but I am much dis- 
turbed about reports Cuba has been 
selling sugar to Russia at prices 
cheaper than It sells to the United 
Slates."

STUDY or GOVKRNMENT 

American state and loral KovpmmenU must 
be reorganised and stre'iRthencd. 

ThJs la cMentlally ft for th« stntps 

thcmaelves. 

Federal government nctlona Bhould be 
reserved lor fields that state and local gov- 
—emments can't hjindle. 

In oversimplified summary, these are per- 
haps the key recommendations In the long- 
awaited report from the presldcntlal-con- 
Bresslonal, 25-member commission on Inter- 
governmental relations. 

What, if anything, wlll.be done about Its 
■cores of specific recommendations for over- 
— haul-6f-4U-goV2niment_machlnery_ls im- 
certaln. President Elsenhowerwill no doubt 
«end to the next session of congress a program , 
for carrying out some of its policies 

But the federal government has no power 
over state governments. It can't force them 
to reorganize their state machinery nor 
modemlre their constitutions. 

Also, there are well-organized pressure 
groups which want the state and local gov- 
ernments Icept wealc and Inefficient. In that 
condition they can be controlled easier by 
lobbies. 

It will take a powerful lorce of public 
opinion to overcome the lethargy and opposi- 
tion to reform which the commission on Inter- 
governmental relations "points up in a quiet 
but effective way. 

When Meyer Kestnbaum, head of Hart. 
Schaffner and Marx, Chicago, was named 
-chairman of this commission two years ago, 
ha went to see ex-President Herbert Hoover 
lor advice, "Pick out the horrible examples," 
Mr. Hoover told him, 

Reports of the Hoover commission are, of 
course, filled with examples of waste Ui 
federal government. The Kestnbaum com-, 
'mission report has a few honible examples 
"all right, but nobody's nose Is rubbed in them^ 
They show waste and duplication In 50 
grant-in-aid programs .to the states, In farm 
aid, highway programs, disaster relief, public 
health, education and welfare. 

But the commission talces the sane view of 
what Is probably the oldest problem In Ameri- 
can government. It I9 ho^ the federal gov- 
ernment, the 48 states, the' 3,000 counties, 17,- 
000 Incorporated cities, 17,000 towns and 
;'town£hjp5, 60,000 school districts and 12,000 
-special districts can get along without over- 
jlapplng and conflict, 

- If the Kestnbaum commission had chosen 
jto show how the federal government could 
save three billion dollars, It would have made 
-more dramatic news. The commission chose 
-instead to show how the quality of all gov- 
ernments might be Improved. 

People who expected the commission on In- 
tergovernmental relations to come oyt with a 
rlp-snortlng report, damning all federal 
Spending programs and recommending that 
all big government powers bo decentralized 
and handed back to the states, will therefore 
be disappointed. 

Uhder Dean Clarence M. Manlon of Notre 
Dame, first chairman of the commission, who 
had pronounced prejudices on all these prob- 
~Iems, d^bllalerlhg report wos expected. 

Under Meyer Kestnbaum, who .niccceded 
him, a middle-of-the-road approach to the 
problem has been taken. It offers no maRlc 
formula for solving overnight the old slates' 
rights - versus - federal government coutro- 
vorsy. It puts more rmphoaln on getting the 
states to anaume their full resiwnslblUty. 

It recognizes that the role of federal gov 
ernipcnt has necessarily expanded. It rccn|^ 
nlzca that It will be difficult to undo what lia.i 
already been done. It does not antlcliiuto that 
any great sevlngj can bo made in taUtl co.n 
to the taxpayers. 

But In reassessing state and Inciil gove 
ment flsciii reaponslbllities, it foresees that 
Boino of the tax burden may be shirtcd.

SENATE DEBATE ON AIB LINE SUBSIDIES— Tn 

senate debate on this quesIJon, Sen. Paul H. XXnisIaa, 
Illinois, developed these facts about Pan Am's fi- 
nances and lla rclnlloiiahlp with the CAB, the treas- 

'y and the general accounting office: 

Pan Am receives between cluht and nine million 
dollars a year from the federal treasury In order to 
pay Its taxes to Uncle Sum. In Rome years, pnn Am 
lias received more than It owed In taxes, but U has 
.limply pocketed tiio "windfall." The treasury has 
never tried to recover the excess payment. 

Pan Am oRcrates a chain of luxury hotels In Latin 
America, with fancv bnrs, golf courses and swimming 
pools, on which It loGea between two to three million 
dollars a year. According to Senator Douglas, this loss 
Is financed by many taxpayers who cannot afford ar 
-alr__YoyflBo__lp Jhese^ l uxurious h ostelrles. 

raDEItAL OVERPAYMENTS— According to Post- 
master General Summerfleld, Pan Am owes millions 
to the government for past overpayments It has re- 
ceived for carrying the mall, which Is another form 
of subsidy. But, despite Sumenerfleld's urging, no suit 
to recover has been brought by the CAB or the 
deparlment of justice. 

Most amnzlngly, as several congressional (nvestl- 
Bajlons disclose, neither the CAB nor the conlroUer 
general have compiled with legal requirement that 
they audit Pan Am's finances and operations. Both 
agencies have failed to comply with a supreme court 
decision to that effect, a dccLilon which revealed the 
Jurists' annoyance over this untidy state of affairs. 

Despite Senator Douglas' scorching: Rnalysis. a sen- 
ate commerce subcommittee, headed by Btn. Spessard 
Holland, Florida, Increased the subsidy total from 
the house allowance of 40 mlUlon dollars to 55 million 
dollars.

SENATOR DOUGLAS' LETTER— Senator Douglas, 
however, has carried his anU-subsldy fight outside 
the senate.

In his letter 
to Campbell. Senator Douglas said: 
"I would be less than frank; If I did not say that 
am very disappointed at the lack of Information 
given to me by the general accounting office (which 
Campbell heads), in response to my repeated requests 
since February 25, 1954. 

"Ax lor my aeneral question of possible waste and 
extravagance In the airline subsidy program, and my 
request for Information as to ways and means whereby 
the expenditures of the feder^ government on this 
Item could be reduced, I believe that X received nothing

Bulganln has been briefed for 
many weeU by key Rusalan policy 
makers In preparation for his talks 
with President Elsenhower, Prhne 
Minister Eden and Premier Edgar 
Faure, 

Western observers here say the 
west ahould be warned not to ex- 
pect the Belgrade atmosphere at 
Geneva. When Bulganln and Sot 
Viet Communist party boss Niklta 
S. Khrushchev visited Yugoslav 
Prealdent Tito In Belgrade last 
month Krushchev apologised pub- 
licly for the way In which the 
Comlnform had kicked out Tito's 
Communist party In 1MB. 

The Communist party newspaper 
pravda .Tuesday told off West 
Oermany Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer. In effect It aald he need not 
come to Moscow at all under the 
Soviet InvitaUon June T If hi 
thought he waa coming with pre 
conditions. It added that "pre 
conditions and a policy of nego- 
tiating from strength are doomed 
to failure," 

The same kind of notice Is ex- 
pected to be served soon on tht 
Japanese, who have been driving a 
hard bargain In negotiations in 
London with Russian representa- 
tives over war prisoners and terri- 
tory lost in World war 11. Tho Lon- 
don talks were initiated In an ef- 
fort to agree on a Japanese -Russian 
peace treaty. 

Can the Russians carry through a 
tough policy at Geneva, with their 
manifold economic problems at home 
and the situation In the "people's de* 
mocraciea" and China? Maybe they 
cnn't, but It'a a good bet they 
going to try. 

Furthermore, the Russians think 
they are making headway, especial- 
ly since India's Prime Mlnlster^Nehru 
on his recent visit to Moscow signed 
a Joint declaration with Bulganln 
calling lor handing over Formosa to 
the Chinese Reds and tor banning 
even experiments tloa with nuclear 
bomtia. 

There Is anoUier Indication here 
of the careful preparations for Gene- 
va— Bulganln. Krushchev, and first 
deputy Premier A, I, MIkoyan have 
been very circumspect at public par- 
ties. Nobody has been tossing drinks 
around lately. 

Khruschev said at the Ciech Na- 
tional day party two months ago 
Bulganln would represent the Soviet 
union at the sutnmlt parley and that 
Khrusche.v himself need not go 
along. 

' The Belgrade visit li now over. 
The Official Soviet news agency Tass 
carried only one paragraph Tuesday 
on Tito's announcement he had aC' 
cepted an Invitation to come to RuS' 
sla. Nehru's acceptance got reams ot 
copy. It seems a buildup for a tough 
policy at Geneva.

25-Man Committee Completes Studies 
Of Federal, State Government Relation 



WASHINGTON, June 30 lU*— The 
first Intenslys study since the -con- 
stitutional convention of 1787 on 
relations between the federal gov- 
ernment and the stales has Ju£t ben 
completed. 

The Job was done by a 25-mBn 
group set up under the direction ot 
President Elsenhower and called the 
commission on Intergovernmental 
reJatloas. Appointed in 1953 it has 
Just reported to Elsenhower. 

The reason for its creation had Its 
roots In a problem which 
plngued this country from the 
ginning: How to keep a proper di- 
vision of powers between the federal 
government and the sUtes. 

The problem lias become IncreaS' 
Ingly acute since depression days 
and the advent ot the new deal 
which widened federal control 
the citizens while at the same time 
giving them new benefits and pro- 
tections. 

Some, but not all. of what the 
federal government has done might 
have been done by the states It 
they had either the wllllngnefis or 
the financial resources. 

So the special commission tried 



to examine this whole picture snd 
make recommendations on what the 
states should do and what the fed- 
eral government '^hould do so that 
the latter would hot eventually be^ 
come sll-powerful and dominant. 

The commission made some spe- 
cillc recommetfdatlona. For ex- 
ample. Education Is the states' Job 
and there should not be any general 
federal aid to education: liie federal 
government should be In full control 
civil defense. 

In short, the commission aug- 
gested less government from Wash' 
inglon. more government by states 
and local communities. But at this 
point the report was at Its weakest 
since the commls.slon could only 
luggest Ideas and cant enforce 
them.

DETROIT, June 30 W — The 
booming automobile Industry, whose 
activity Is one of the best pulses 
of the nation's economy, finished up 
the nrst half ol IB55 today with the 
biggest year In Ita history— the first 
7,000,OO0-car year on record— al- 
most assured. 

The fear that many had earlier 
in Uie year that the keystone In- 
dustry wouldn't keep up- Its rapid 
early pace was all out gone. 

TfiJf ■"only possible trouble 
sight appeared to be the threat of 
a steel strike. 

Production was expected to be 
down for the three-month quarter 
starting tomorrow, aa the Industry 
prepar^ for model clcan-up and 
Introduction of new models. But the 
"slack quarter" will be one which 
would have looked like a rlp-roar- 
Ing production period In any other 
year. 

With sales still booming at 
ord rates, production Is scheduled 
to slacken to only a l,S00,Ooo mark 
for the July - August - September 
summer months while the industry 
finishes selling IBSS's and readies 
plans for iBSe. 

But 1,600,000 cars for a quarter Is 
turning them out at a better than 
a six mllllon-car-a-year mark. Only 
twica before In history— In iflSO and 
1853— have more than six mlHJon 
cars been turned out In a year. The 
record of 0,674,933 In 1950 was ex- 
pected to be left far behind by Dec, 
31 this year.

use of the Salk polio vaccine ia the 
Rhesus monkey. 

For while each new day brings ILs 
new crisis In laboratory tests, com- 
mercial production of, the wonder 
serum Is seriously thrcatcned- 
so. too. Is the Immunization of the 
nation's' children. 

The threat Is not In scientific 
process, or in lack of funds or In la- 
bor-management troubles. But. 
strangely this modern medical emer- 
gency stands -between two ancient 
points of view: East and west. 

The Salk serum Is almost wholly 
dependent upon the Rhesus monkey 
for production. And the Rhesus mon- 
key Is an Import from India. But the 
Hindus, who hold this animal sncrcd, 
have stopped the vital shipment of 
monkeys. 

Reason: Before the serum 
made, the monkey must be )cllled 
and diaaetted— a western .discovery 
that coma up nealnjl an eastern re- 
llglous tenet. 

According to experts at the Nation- 
al Foundation fo^ Infantile Paral- 
ysis, there is no immediate .way out 
of this corner. In the words of one 
research executive: 

are to have Salk serum 
moat economically, we need Rhesus 
monkeys." 
It works this way: 
Foliomyclltis Is caused by a virus. 
And like all viruses. It needs living 
tissue for growth. The Salk serum It- 
self Is made from polio viruses which 
must be grown under asceptlc. lab- 
oratory conditions In living ti^ue 
until they reach an effective 
strength.' 

It had been known for yeara that 
certain types of monkeys were sus- 
ceptible t9 polio In much the same 
way as humans. The chimpanzee, the 
cynomolgus, the Rhesus all proved 
satisfactory — monkeys that came 
from Africa, India, Malaya, the PhU- 
Ipplncs. 

And so, scientists at work on polio 
research Imported monkeys by the 
boatload and planeload. Last year 
and the year before, 70,000 of these 
chattering, mimicking, peanut eating 
primates were Imported. The mon- 
keys that went to polio experiments 
Were taken by the National Founda- 
tion, kept under quarantine to sep- 
arate the healthy from the sick, and 
sold to researchers at about $3^ each. 

It was the Rhesus monkey, finally, 
that proved lo be the beat suited to 
serum production and tests. Not only 
did this enlmal react like a human 
to the disease, but his tissues al- 
lowed the virus to multiply at the 
highest concentration without Intro- 
Iduclng other factors.

_ kidneys were the most fertile 
ground for the growing of vh:us for 
vaccine. In thla animal that stands 
the slEe of a cocker spaniel, the kid- 
neys are no larger than a man's 
thumb. And niter process and incu- 
bation— alter whole batches are dla- 
rded for Imperfections — science 
,n expect only an average of 3.000 
cubic centimeters of vaccine from 
each monkey. 

That works out to be "dose enough 
for 1,000 children. And statistics 
show that -i million babies are born 
each year, which means a need for 
almost two million monkeys. 
Is there a way out? 
The experts say no for the pres- 
ent. A colony of monkeys was set up 
off Puerto Rico some time ogo to 
breed for science. But the climate 
rong and the experiment 

failed. 

Other animals besides monkeys 
have been tested for thcdr tissues to 
grow'tlie vhus. There was some kgc- 
cess with rodents' nerve tissue. 'but a 
high allergio reaction 'accompanied 
the Immhplzotlon. 

So far there has been onp other 
living tissue of cc4la that both repro- 
duces Itself and supports- successful 
growth of polio virus— and that la 
the tissue of cancer.

Dr. Cressman Is a , long-hair 
meteorologist with half a doien 
degrees behind his name. He's In- 
troducing aulomatlon to forecast- 
ing In a Joint program sponsored by 
the U. S. nlr force weather service, 
U. S. naval aerology and U. S. 
weather bureau. 

What Dr, 'cressman has bcgtm (o 
do Is predict, those upper atmos- 
phere condlllons, such as pressures 
and Irmperntures at various high 
altltniles and speed and direction 
of Jet streams, whlcli In turn create 
'tilher we're concerned with 
on the BUrfacr.

He makes quick, unoffi- 
cial local forecasts from his maps.

Tljey've Just begun getting fa^ 
miliar wilh 4hc machine's teal' 
perament. Flashes of light 
throw It off. for instance. It takes 
long practice to punch tha cardi 
properly. When tho air condi- 
tioning U turned off the machbie 
has to be atopped because Its 
hundreds ot banks ot tubes need 
to be cooled. . , 

Dr. Cressman and his cfew of 
30 experts are now Ironing out 
the bugs In the operation of the 
701. The weatheijiureau Is set- 
ting up a network St facsimile ma- 
chines to" transmit the mapa to the 
weather stations around the coun^ 
tr>-. 

■When this Is done local fore- 



caslcrt will hiAe to b« trained to 
the new ^aps. . Predicting 
_ from the IBM 701' 
maps Is a more preclsa technlgue 
than preaent methods. It takes 
time to switch from tht old to the 
new System, 

Dr. Cressman'a crew has been 
making one H-hour prediction per 
day. Soon he's going to start mak- 
ing two predictions a day for 30- 
hour periods. 

Eventually, he believes the 
people will be getting accurate 
forecasts for five days, and then 
maybe for as much as a month. 

The rrffahlne has shown up the 
need tor more data from over the 
ocean, ha says. Aircraft, weathA' 
ships, passenger liners and freight- 
currently feed weather informa- 
tion to him. But he needa more ol 
It to fmprora tha accuracy cf his 
prcdictloni. 

Eventually his maps Will be the 
baaM for predictions all over the 
northern he'mlsphere. Dr. Cress- 
man promises.
